Edmund Muskie, deliv ering the 
Demo crats’ respo nse to Fo rd’s State o f 
the Unio n address, said Wednesday 
that Co ngress wo uld agree with the 
need fo r a balanced budget, but no t 
until the eco no my regains its health. 
Until then, he said, the eco no my needs 
the stimulatio n o f go v ernment spen­ 
ding to assure reco v ery . 
Muskie no ted that Fo rd’s pro po sals 
suggested a minimal go v ernment 
inv o lv ement in creating new jo bs and 
said the Fo rd plans wo uld do o m Amer­ 
ica to unemplo y ment o f 7 per cent fo r 
the rest o f the decade. 
The Maine Demo crat did no t pro v ide 
specific figures, but said Co ngress 
sho uld co nsider a go v ernment serv ice 
jo b pro gram to put so me 300,000 peo ple 
to wo rk, alo ng with a sho rt-term public 
wo rks pro gram.

There was no immediate co mment 
fro m such Christian co mbatants as 
Interio r Minister Camille Chamo un 
and leaders o f the right-wing Phalange 
party , who denied an Egy ptian repo rt 
Wednesday night that all factio ns were 
ready to sign a cease-fire agreement. 
But the leftist Mo slems and their 
Palestinian allies were repo rted in 


co ntro l o f mo st o f the co untry , and it 
appeared that o ppo nents o f the 
agreement, which was spo nso red by 
the Arab go v ernment o f Sy ria, co uld 
do little in the way o f effectiv e actio n.

Lebanon Truce 
May Halt War 


BEIRUT, 
Lebanon 
(AP) 
- 
President Suleiman Franjieh an­ 
nounced today that all I Lebanon's 
warring factions have agreed on a 
cease-fire and "fundamental 
prin­ 
ciples for a political soluUon” to end 
the nine-month-old civil war between 
the country’s Moslems and Christians 
A presidential statement broadcast 
by 
the 
government 
radio 
said 
agreement had been reached on for­ 
mation of a supreme military com­ 
mittee to supervise "an end to the 
fighting and a return to normal life." 
It will include representatives of the 
lebanese and Syrian armies and the 
Palestine liberation Army, the an­ 
nouncement said. 
There was no immediate comment 
from such Christian combatants as 
Interior Minister Camille Chamoun 
and leaders of the right-wing Phalange 
party, who denied an Egyptian report 
Wednesday night that all factions were 
ready to sign a cease-fire agreement. 
But the leftist Moslems and their 
Palestinian allies were reported in 


control of most of the country, and it 
appeared that opponents of the 
agreement, which was sponsored by 
the Arab government of Syria, could 
do little in the way of effective action. 
The presidential announcement was 
made 
after 
m eetings 
between 
I cbanese leaders and a peacemaking 
Syrian delegation headed by Foreign 
Minister Abdul Halim Khaddam. 
The announcement said the supreme 
military committee would announce a 
deadline for the cease-fire and a 
timetable for disengagement of the 
warring factions 
It said subcom­ 
mittees would be set up to make 
arrangements to implement the cease­ 
fire in each battle zone 
Informed sources said the peace 
plan called for the return of all 
Christians. Moslems and Palestinians 
to the areas they occupied before the 
war; retreat of all armed men to their 
bases, including troops of the Palestine 
liberation Army who came from Syria 
thus week; redistribution of political 
power to end the Christian dominance 


and give the Moslems an equal voice; 
and machinery 
to improve the 
economic lot of the Moslems. 
The Moslems and their Palestine 
allies were reported in control of 
northern,

and southern 
lebanon, while the Christians held 
eastern Beirut, an area to the north 
and northeast of the capital and towns

The Moslem leftists seized town 
halls and police stations, displacing 
the lebanese government’s officials 
and police, and laid siege to the 
isolated Christian enclaves. A police 
spokesman said scores of police posts 
were looted of arms and ammunition

In Beirut, the Christian and Moslem 
militias still battled for control of the 
downtown commercial district and the 
seaside hotel district.

stood 15 months ago. Increases in 
property v alues thereafter wouldn’t be 
reflected on tax bills. 
Its main constitutional challenge is 
based on Ohio 
Supreme Court 
decisions holding that all property 
tax es in Ohio must be lev ied at a 
uniform rate. Since nearly two thirds 
of Ohio’s 68 counties already hav e been 
reappraised in a six -y ear, statutory 
reappraisal cy cle that started in 1972, 
those counties would not get back the 
inflation caused increases they 
already hav e paid. 
Rhodes’ proposal also called for an 
end to so-called annual reappraisal 
“ updates,” the practice which enables 
county auditors to adjust property v al­ 
ues upwards as inflation hits. 
The bill in Tablack’s committee, 
introduced by Rep. J ohn E. J ohnson, 
D-68 Orrv ille, months before Rhodes’ 
proposal, is a 
more complicated 
scheme that takes another approach 
but still would hold tax bills “ fairly 
constant” despite inflation, he said. 
His bill, which has picked up some 
Republican support, would prov ide 
that reappraisals would continue to 
reflect increases in property v alues as 
they occur. Howev er, the homeowner 
would be allowed to take credit at the 


bottom of his tax form for the amount 
of tax es the increased v alue would 
ordinarily cause him to pay . 
The proposal applies only to the 
owners of real estate, and not to cor­ 
porations and other major businesses 
assessed Ohio’s tangible personal 
property tax for their equipment and 
inv entories. J ohnson said that feature 
of his bill would help local gov ern­ 
ments recoup rev enues lost as a result 
of the new benefit to homeowners. 
J ohnson’s bill was amended Wed­ 
nesday to permit appeals to be filed 
directly to the Ohio Supreme Court 
from a tax court of appeals created by 
the bill.

Temperatures hav e dipped to as low 
us 40 degrees below zero during the 
ex ercise, which winds down Saturday 
but officially ends J an. 31. But a freak 
wanning trend punctuated the mock 
warfare last weekend and Col. H.N. 
Schwartzkopf, the defense team’s 
brigade commander of maneuv ers, 
said he wasn’t particularly happy . 
“ My biggest disappointment is that 
it’s springtime out there today ," he 
said, referring to the two-day heat 
wav e that sent temperatures to 33 
degrees abov e zero. 
“ We don’t want those boy s who came 
up here from Georgia to think this is 
easy to fight in the arctic,” he said. 
Some units were airlifted from as far 
away as Massachusetts and the Deep 
South to train in the war games.

French Killer Strikes 8th Time 


NOGENT-SUR-OISE, France (AP) 
— This is the France of vacant lots, no­ 
star 
restaurants, 
mud-caked 
sidewalks and a madman who has 
killed eight women. 
He murdered again this month, 
dragging a 20-year-old typist Into the 
garbage-strewn yard between a 
carpentry shop and a 12-room hotel. 
Tlte newspapers talked about the 
assassin of the shadows, the suburban 
Jack the Ripper and the monster from 
the banks of the Oise River, but the 
names were easy tags for a man who 
has brought a very glacial kind of 
terror to a very ordinary place. 
It is the banality of the killer and his 
victim s, 
the apparent

Tuesday-Wednesday mediocrity of 
their lives, that the police say is 
making it hard for them Uke the 
salesm en and secretaries, their 
trousers too narrow, their skits too 
unfashionably short, who file into the 
little station for the 7:14 to Paris,

have 
offered 
enought 
distinguishing marks or clues to help. 
“We have nothing," says a bearded 
detective transferred from lille, 120 
miles away, for the case. “I’m not 
kidding, nothing," he repeats, “ No 
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leads. What we know about the guy Is 
public record. 
“He’s a hunter, he’s meticulous, he’s 
intelligent. He seems to get his 
pleasure out of preparing and wat­ 
ching his vistims, because the trims 
are committed very quickly. The 
women are not molested, although 
their underclothes are removed, and 
usually the killer takes their purse 
with him. We figure he may be im­ 
potent. But there’s nothing unusual or 
inter-related about the women he’s hit 
except that they are all brunettes And 
there’s nothing special about him 
obviously, because a minute after ifs 
over, he blends perfectly, absolutely 
noiselessly, into this charming set­ 
ting." 
The setting is a four square mile 
area in Nogent, population 15,636, and 
the neighboring village. Villers-St 
Paul, population 3,939, about 30 miles 
north of Paris. It is a grey and black 
place of eggbox apartment buildings 
facing rows of attached houses of 
scabby brick. What there is left of a 
horizon is smothered by the smoke 
rising from the tanks and piping of the 
chemical plant Just beyond the 
railroad tracks.

Temperatures have dipped to as low 
us 40 degrees below zero during the 
exercise, which winds down Saturday 
but officially ends Jan. 31. But a freak 
warming trend punctuated the mock 
warfare last weekend ami Col. H.N. 
Schwartzkopf, the defense team's 
brigade commander of maneuvers, 
said he wasn’t particularly happy. 
“ My biggest disappointment is that 
it’s springtime out there today,” he 
said. referring to the two-day heat 
wave that sent temperatures to 33 
degrees above zero. 
“We don’t want those boys who came 
up here from Georgia to think this is 
easy to fight rn the arctic," he said 
Some units were airlifted from as far 
away as Massachusetts and the Deep 
South to train in the war games 
But a cold front already was visible 
above the Ups of distant mountain

Peer pressu re is th e Pied Piper o f 
ado lescence. 
Th e piping no w leads a sizeable 
parade to alco h o lic drink. 
“Kids pick u p th eir drinking h abits 
fro m parents, o th er adu lts and peer 
gro u ps,” meaning o th er kids, say s 
Do nald Ph elps o f th e Natio nal Institu te 
o f Alco h o l Abu se and Alco h o lism. 
Parents and o th er adu lts migh t be 
go o d ex amples, bu t th e o th er kids’ 
peer gro u p “tends to take risks with all 
th e th ings in o u r env iro nment. No t to 
go alo ng with th e cro wd almo st leads 
to o stracism. Kids spend an awfu l lo t 
o f time and effo rt try ing to be like 
o th er kids.” 
Sh y ch ildren may find th at with a 
drink o r two th ey beco me mo re 
relax ed, witty , spo ntaneo u s. And 
perh aps a v ery small percentage o f 
teen-agers wh o early ado pt th e bo ttle 
are su icidal, seeing no great fu tu re in 
life. Or th ey may be u sing alco h o l fo r 
o th er reaso ns o f escape. 
Peer pressu re can lead to h ealth y , 
co nstru ctiv e beh av io r. Or so metimes 
to destru ctiv e beh av io r becau se it is 
no t well-info rmed. 
Teen y ears, fo r ex ample, are a time 
o f h ealth y , no rmal interest in sex and 
learning abo u t sex . Bu t many teen­ 
agers are no t aware th at abu se o f 
alco h o l can interfere with sex u al 
ability , say s Dr. Frank Seix as o f th e 
Natio nal Co u ncil o n Alco h o lism. Teen­ 
age bo y s u su ally h av e a keen interest 
in ath letics, bu t may no t kno w th at 
alco h o l demands a price in ath letic 
skills, slo wing reactio n time, affecting 
nerv es and mu scles adv ersely . 
In teen y ears, y o u ng peo ple are 
learning fo r th e first time wh at it 
means to manage th emselv es and 
th eir o wn liv es, Dr. Seix as adds. Bu t 
alco h o l can ro b th em o f th is co ntro l 
o v er bo dy and mind. 
“ Peers” may no t kno w th at mix ing 
alco h o l and dru gs can be dangero u s o r 
ev en fatal. Sleeping pills taken with 
alco h o l can kill. Antih istamines to 
reliev e allergies o ften 
make o ne 
sleepy . Enh anced by alco h o l, th at can 
make a driv er mo re dangero u s. 


“Ou t o f sigh t, o u t o f mind,” th e 
say ing go es. 
Th u s th e American middle class, 
wh eth er in city , su bu rban o r ru ral 
areas, paid little attentio n to th e 
creeping h o rro r o f h ero in o r o th er dru g 
addictio n so lo ng as it was co nfirmed 
to th e gh etto s and amo ng th e v o iceless 
po o r. 
Bu t, wh en th eir o wn ch ildren 
became inv o lv ed, th ey reacted with 
sh o ck, alarm, dismay and so metimes 
with h y steria. 
No w th eir new co ncern is o v er- 
indu lgence in alco h o l. Wh ile accu rate 
figu res are lacking, so me ex perts 
th ink it is mo re a pro blem th e h igh er 
th e family lev el o f inco me and 
edu catio n. 
“ We’v e alway s blamed th e in­ 
div idu al alo ne fo r alco h o l pro blems,” 
say s Dr. Mo rris Ch afetz, an au th o rity 
o n alco h o lism. “ Bu t th e co ntex t, th e 
so cial env iro nment in wh ich alco h o l Is 
placed, may be a greater pu sh to ward 
th e alco h o l pro blem th an th e in­ 
div idu al. 
“ Many Americans drink liqu o r as 
th ey liv e life — rapidly and u nder tense 
circu mstances.” At co cktail parties 
and o n co mmu ter railro ad bars, “th e 
alco h o lic bev erage is gu lped rapidly 


with th e least minimu m o f fo o d, and 
th e general aim is to reach th e desired 
end po int o f 'being h igh .’ Ev en mo re 
significant is th e fact th at th is pattern 
is co ndo ned. In th e United States, it is 
frequ ently all righ t to drink ju st fo r th e 
pu rpo se o f getting dru nk.”

Fo u r pea-size parath y ro id glands lie 
embedded in th e th y ro id gland, in th e 
neck. 
It is amazing th at th ese small pieces 
o f tissu e can play su ch an impo rtant 
ro le in all bo dy fu nctio nings. 
Th e parath y ro ids are part o f an 
interweav ing netwo rk o f h o rmo ne- 
pro du cing glands in th e bo dy . Th e 
th y ro id, th e parath y ro id, th e o v aries, 
th e pitu itary , th e pineal, th e adrenal 
and th e testes are o nly a part o f th e 
co mplex netwo rk o f endo crine, o r 
h o rmo ne, glands. 
Each h as its o wn independent fu nc­ 
tio n, y et mo difies th e activ ity o f all th e 
o th ers. 
Th e mo st impo rtant fu nctio n o f th e 
parath y ro id glands is to keep in 
balance th e relatio nsh ip between th e 
minerals o f calciu m and ph o sph ro u s. 
Activ ity o f th e kidney s and th e 
co nditio n o f th e bo nes are th u s af­ 
fected. Ov eractiv ity o f th e parath y ro id 
glands increases th e amo u nt o f 
calciu m th at circu lates in th e blo o d­ 
stream. Co nsequ ently , th is mineral is 
taken o u t o f th e bo nes to o rapidly and 
leav es th em deficient in calciu m. 


With mo dern meth o ds th e ex act 
cau se o f th e “h y perparath y ro idism” 
can be determined. In many 
in­ 
stances, th e metabo lic balance can 
o nce again be establish ed, eith er by 
medical treatment o r by su rgery .

Incidentally , saliv a is th e v ery first 
su bstance th at starts th e digestio n o f 
fo o d. So metimes, a narro wing o f th e 
eso ph agu s o r a po u ch (div erticu lu m) 
may be present. 
Spasm o f th e mu scle th at co ntro ls 
th e o pening to th e eso ph agu s may 
interfere also with th e no rmal passage 
o f fo o d into th e sto mach . Dental 
pro blems, to o , may be a facto r. 
It is rath er simple to stu dy by X-ray 
and special dy es th e anato mical 
co nditio n o f th e eso ph agu s. Th is sh o u ld 
be do ne so th at y o u will be free fro m 
y o u r anx iety and disco mfo rt.

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NEW YORK (AP) - “Life will be 
better h ere fo r my ch ildren th an fo r 
me,” said President Fo rd, ex pressing 
in th e State o f th e Unio n message a 
perso nal faith th at so me Americans 
h av e co me to do u bt. 
”1 believ e th is,” h e said, “no t 
becau se I am to ld to believ e it, bu t 
becau se life h as been better fo r me 
th an it was fo r my fath er and mo th er.” 
Bu t so me o f to day ’s parents h av e 
ex pressed do u bts abo u t th e fu tu re. And 
many o f th e y o u ng to o . 
Many Americans wh o o nce co u ld 
u nh esitatingly make a statem ent 
similar to Fo rd’s, no w sto p to th ink. 
Th ey aren’t as certain as th e President 
th at th is is so . To th em, th is is th e v ery 
issu e rath er th an th e certainty , th e 
ch allenge rath er th an th e pro mise. 
Co nflict, 
env iro nm ental 
dete­ 
rio ratio n, tax inequ ities, so cial fric­ 
tio n, 
co rru ptio n, 
inflatio n 
and 
jo blessness, and u nrespo nsiv e in­ 
stitu tio ns are amo ng th e pro blems th at 
pro du ce th e do u bts, and th erefo re 
beco me th e issu es. 
Fo rd’s appro ach is to slo wly redu ce 
th e presence o f th e federal go v ern­ 
ment in th e eco no mic affairs o f th e 
natio n and instead stimu late priv ate 
enterprise to pro v ide th e initiativ e and 
energy . 
Th is is at th e v ery co re o f h is 
pro gram, as described by h im. 
“We mu st intro du ce a new balance 
in th e relatio nsh ip between th e in­ 
div idu al and th e go v ernment — a 
balance th at fav o rs greater indiv idu al 
freedo m and self-reliance,” th e 
President said in h is State o f th e Unio n 
message. 
Critics inev itably co mment th at th is 
is mo re o f th e same h o pefu l bu t 
sh apeless design th at led to so many o f 
th e inequ ities and pro blems we no w 
h av e. Th is natio n’s wealth , th e critics 
emph asize, do es no t spread itself 
equ ally o r ju stly . 
Th e presence o f go v ernment, in fact, 
is attribu ted to th is distribu tiv e 
inefficiency o f th e free enterprise 
sy stem. In th e interests o f indiv idu al 
righ ts, inv o lv ement is necessary , th e 
critics say . 
Th e mo re co nserv ativ e v iewpo int is 
th at th e American dream , th e 
assu rance o f material pro gress, was 
pro du ced by self-reliant, free-spirited 
peo ple. 
Th o se wh o insist o n ju stice th ro u gh 
go v ernment activ ity do n’t alway s deny 
th is, bu t th ey po int to th e ex istence o f 
th e issu es th emselv es as pro o f th at th e 
American dream isn’t alway s realized. 
Fo rd’s appro ach is to mo v e slo wly if 
necessary , to su ffer pro blems wh ile

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ALCOHOL: The New Teen-Age Turn-On 


Peer Pressure Encourages Drinking

Peer pressure is the Pied Piper of 
adolescence. 
The piping now leads a sizeable 
parade to alcoholic drink. 
“Kids pick up their drinking habits 
from parents, other adults and peer 
groups,” meaning other kids, says 
Donald Phelps of the National Institute 
of Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism. 
Parents and other adults might be 
good examples, but the other kids’ 
peer group “tends to take risks with all 
the things in our environment Not to 
go along with the crowd almost leads 
to ostracism. Kids spend an awful lot 
of time and effort trying to be like 
other kids.” 
Shy children may find that with a 
drink or two they become more 
relaxed, witty, spontaneous. And 
perhaps a very small percentage of 
teen-agers who early adopt the bottle 
are suicidal, seeing no great future in 
life. Or they may be using alcohol for 
other reasons of escape. 
Peer pressure can lead to healthy, 
constructive behavior. Or sometimes 
to destructive behavior because it is 
not well-informed. 
Teen years, for example, are a time 
of healthy, normal interest in sex and 
learning about sex. But many teen­ 
agers are not aware that abuse of 
alcohol can interfere with sexual 
ability, says Dr. Frank Seixas of the 
National C ouncil on Alcoholism. Teen­ 
age boys usually have a keen interest 
in athletics, but may not know that 
alcohol demands a price in athletic 
skills, slowing reaction time, affecting 
nerves and muscles adversely. 
In teen years, young people are 
learning for the first time what it 
means to manage themselves and 
their own lives, Dr. Seixas adds. But 
alcohol can rob them of this control 
over body and mind. 
“ Peers” may not know that mixing 
alcohol and drugs can be dangerous or 
even fatal. Sleeping pills taken with 
alcohol can kill. Antihistamines to 
relieve allergies often make one 
sleepy. Enhanced by alcohol, that can 
make a driver more dangerous. 


“Out of sight, out of mind,” the 
saying goes. 
Thus the American middle class, 
whether in city, suburban or rural 
areas, paid little attention to the 
creeping horror of heroin or other drug 
addiction so long as it was confirmed 
to the ghettos and among the voiceless 
poor. 
But, when their own children 
became involved, they reacted with 
shock, alarm, dismay and sometimes 
with hysteria. 
Now their new concern is over­ 
indulgence in alcohol. While accurate 
figures are lacking, some experts 
think it is more a problem the higher 
the family 
level of income and 
education. 
"We've always blamed the in­ 
dividual alone for alcohol problems,” 
says Dr. Morris (hafetz, an authority 
on alcoholism. “But the context, the 
social environment in which alcohol is 
placed, may be a greater push toward 
the alcohol problem than the in­ 
dividual. 
“Many Americans drink liquor as 
they live life — rapidly and under tense 
circumstances." At cocktail parties 
and on commuter railroad bars, “the 
alcoholic beverage is gulped rapidly 


with the least minimum of food, and 
the general aim is to reach the deisired 
end point of ‘being high.’ Even more 
significant is the fact that this pattern 
is condoned. In the United States, it is 
frequently all right to drink just for the 
purpose of getting drunk.”

NEW YORK - A recent survey of a 
cross section of disgruntled Americans 
has revealed that: 
I) The most unpopular day of the 
week is Monday, and; 
21 The most disliked month of the 
year is January 
This means that, if you are typical, a 
day like today would make you feel 
like picking yourself up by the toes and 
despoiling the whole depressed and 
depressing bulk of you in the in­ 
cinerator. The fact that you licked the 
mid-winter-Monday blues and have 
made it through the day (so far) in­ 
dicates 
that you are a responsible 
person. Even, quite possibly, an op­ 
timist. 
(Fortunately there is only one more 
January Monday in 1976, by the way — 
and by the way is where it should be 
left.) 
Medical authorities have been too 
busy lately to theorize on why January 
Mondays bring out the flues and blues, 
the ouches and grouches, in so many 
persons, but it obviously is involved 
with weather conditions piggybacked 
with post-weekend exhaustion. A study 
of the mood patterns of college 
students confirmed that their “low 
periods" moat frequently occur in the 
first half-hour of the day, on Mondays, 
and during the first three months of the 
year. And social scientists have 
reported that "clouds of gloom waft 
over individuals at surprisingly 
regular intervals . , . Only occasional 


psychotics do not suffer regular mood 
cycles.” 
The best defense agaiast these 
moods is a good offense. 
One woman I 
heard about, 
a 
householder who tired of waking up mi 
Mondays with the weekend debris to be 
cleaned and the washing and the blue 
pall over all, decided to abolish 
“ Monday thinking ” In fact, she 
decided to drop Monday altogether. "I 
forced myself to hurry my husband off 
to work and the children off to school, 
and then I whipped out of the house to 
the hairdresser, went shopping, had 
lunch with a friend, and came home 
and read a book. Then on Tuesday. I 
got around to the chores. I didn’t mind 
them so much on Tuesdays, because 
Tuesday is quite a different color,** 
Was she kidding herself? Of course 
Sometimes it’s the best procedure 
Psychologists would agree On the 
philosophy that “ whatever gets you 
through the day most adequately” is 
good, they often recommend that you 
plan ahead for those mood cycles that 
cause emotional or physical distress. 
Some people, for example, don’t mind 
Mondays as much as they mind 
Fridays.

as 
“pleasure neurotics,” they actually 
dread release from the work week and 
suffer conscience pangs at the 
prospect of relaxing with family or 
friends. For such people, a Friday 
night game of cut-throat poker or 
chess or bridge is often the best plan.

hard enough, he makes work of his 
leisure —> thus assuaging his guilt, 
because he can rationalize that he is 
out to win, not to have a good time. 
More normal, pleasure-loving people 
can fight their low mood cycles in 
more normal ways. . . 
Set some of your blues time aside to 
think of the things you are not: eight 
months pregnant; having surgery on 
your birthday; in jail. 
Call elderly or ill people and ask if 
you can help. Doing something for 
others, psychologists say, is the most 
depression-lifting 
activity 
con­ 
ceivable. 
If you can’t help others, at least help 
yourself. Remember Bernard Shaw’s 
warning, “ The secret of being 
miserable is to have leisure to bother 
about whether you are happy or not.” 
Remem ber Dr. Karl Menninger’s 
theory, “ The trouble with doing 
nothing is that you cannot rest from 
it.” Get busy. 
As a last resort, take a trip cai a 
subway or bus ami look around at the 
people and ask yourself. 
Would I 
rather be him-her — or myself?" You 
may find, .suddenly, that there are 
people with more pimples, more 
empty eyes, and infinitely more 
problems than your own.

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Speaking Of Your Health

I know what an overactive thyroid is. 
Can you tell me what is meant by an 
overactive parathyroid? 
Mr B. N.,N. J. 
Dear Mr. N.: 
Four pea-size parathyroid glands lie 
cmfjcdded in the thyroid gland, in the 
neck. 
It is amazing that these small pieces 
of tissue can play such an important 
rote in all body functionings 
The parathyroids are part of an 
interweaving network of hormone- 
producing glands in the body. The 
thyroid, the parathyroid, the ovaries, 
the pituitary, the pineal, the adrenal 
and the testes are only a part of the 
complex network of endocrine, or 
hormone, glands. 
Each has its own independent func­ 
tion, yet modifies the activity of all the 
others. 
The most important function of the 
parathyroid glands is to keep in 
balance the relationship between the 
minerals of calcium and phosphrous. 
Activity of the kidneys and the 
condition of the bones are thus af­ 
fected. Overactivity of the parathyroid 
glands increases the amount of 
calcium that circulates in the blood­ 
stream. Consequently, this mineral is 
taken out of the bones too rapidly and 
leaves them deficient in calcium. 


With modem methods the exact 
cause of the "hyperparathyroidism” 
can be determined. In many 
in­ 
stances, the metabolic balance can 
once again be established, either by 
medical treatment or by surgery. 


I notice that when I eat solid, dry 
food it seems to get stuck in the back of 
my throat. There is no real pain. The 
feeling lasts until I wash it down with a 
lot of water. What causes this? 
MissR.V .Conn. 
Dear Miss V,; 
All food passes from the mouth into 
the esophagus, a delicate tube that 
leads to the stomach. Sometimes, 
insufficient saliva makes it difficult to 
swallow dry food. 
Incidentally, saliva is the very first 
substance that starts the digestion of 
food. Sometimes, a narrowing of the 
esophagus or a pouch (diverticulum) 
may be present. 
Spasm of the muscle that controls 
the opening to the esophagus may 
interfere also with the normal passage 
of food into the stomach. Dental 
problems, too, may be a factor. 
It is rather simple to study by X-ray 
and special dyes the anatomical 
condition of the esophagus. This should 
be done so that you will be free from 
your anxiety and discomfort.

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NEW YORK (AP) - “Life wiU be 
better here for my children than for 
me," said President Ford, expressing 
in the State of the Union message a 
personal faith that some Americans 
have come to doubt 
"I believe this,” he said, “not 
because I am told to believe it, but 
because life has been better for me 
than it was for my father and mother." 
But some of today's parents have 
expressed doubts about the future. And 
many of the young too. 
Many Americans who once could 
unhesitatingly make a statem ent 
similar to Ford's, now stop to think. 
They aren’t as certain as the President 
that this is so. To them, this is the very 
issue rather than the certainty, the 
challenge rather than the promise 
Conflict, 
environmental 
dete­ 
rioration, tax inequities, social fric­ 
tion, 
corruption, 
inflation 
and 
joblessness, and unresponsive in­ 
stitutions are among the problems that 
produce the doubts, and therefore 
become the issues. 
Ford’s approach is to slowly reduce 
the presence (rf the federal govern­ 
ment in the economic affairs of the 
nation and instead stimulate private 
enterprise to provide the initiative and 
energy. 
This is at the very core of his 
program, as described by him. 
“We must introduce a new balance 
in the relationship between the in­ 
dividual and the government — a 
balance that favors greater individual 
freedom and self-reliance,” the 
President said in his State of the Union 
message. 
Critics inevitably comment that this 
is more of the same hopeful but 
shapeless design that led to so many of 
the inequities and problems we now 
have. This nation's wealth, the critics 
emphasize, does not spread itself 
equally or justly. 
The presence of government, in fact, 
is attributed to this distributive 
inefficiency of the free enterprise 
system. In the interests of individual 
rights, involvement is necessary, the 
critics say. 
The more conservative viewpoint is 
that 
the 
American dream , the 
assurance of material progress, was 
produced by self-reliant, free-spurted 
people. 
Those who insist on justice through 
government activity don’t always deny 
this, but they point to the existence of 
the issues themselves as proof that the 
American dream isn’t always realized 
Ford’s approach is to move slowly if 
necessary, to suffer problems while 
seeking fundam ental changes, to 


watch the dollar bills closely, to pick 
and choose rather than to seek solu­ 
tions to all problems at once. 
This leaves room for his opponents to 
criticize. Going slowly, they observe, 
means unemployment remaining hgh 
for too many months. Fiscal con­ 
servatism means cutting programs 
that must be measured in human 
beings, not dollars. 
To which Ford can reply: Govern­ 
ment overspending is the very thing 
that produced 
the 
inflationary- 
recessionary* mess that has prevailed 
throughout the 1970s, eroding buying 
power and throwing workers out (rf 
jobs.

Rolls-Royce Back 
From Bankruptcy 


IXJNDON (A P) — Soaring fuel costs 
have made the big prestige car an 
extravagance few can afford. But 
Rolls-Royce, the most prestigious of 
them all, has just had one of the best 
years in its seven-decade history. 
Stressing handcrafted quality and 
catering to an expanding export 
market, especially in the United States 
and Middle Fast, the makers of Rolls- 
Koyce cars survived bankruptcy in 
1971 and have become the envy of the 
British auto industry. 
With the possible exception of the 
British subsidiary of Ford Motor Co., 
which reported a small profit for 1974 
and may do the same for 1975, Rolls- 
Royce is the only auto manufacturer 
making any money here. 
While such carmakers as British 
Ijeyland and Chrysler U.K. expected 
record losses and struggled to stay 
afloat in a time of slack demand for 
autos, Rolls-Royce Motor Holdings, 
Ltd., indicated that last year’s earn­ 
ings, when reported in April, could be 
above 1974’s net profit erf almost $4.5 
million. 
One reason was an increase of ex­ 
ports to the oil-rich Middle East, 
where the company’s car sales rose to 
more than 100 last year, up from 72 in 
1974 and just 27 in 1973. But the com­ 
pany made clear the United States will 
continue to be its major single export 
market. 
“ There just aren’t that many princes 
and sheiks in the Middle East,” one 
company official said. “ But you can go 
to the San Diego Yacht Club and find 


500 people with $200,000 boats. All of 
them can afford our car.” 


Rolls-Royce sold a record 860 cars in 
the United States last year, 21 per cent 
more than in 1974. 
Another reason for Rolls-Royce’s 
success is its worldwide reputation for 
excellence, carefully nurtured since 
Frederick Henry Royce, an engineer, 
teamed up in 1904 with the Hon. 
Charles Stewart Rolls, an aristocrat 
and pioneering racing driver, to build 
the first Rolls-Royce. 
Since then Rolls-Royce has turned 
out more than 70,000 cars and claims 
more than half of them are still in 
running order. A new one currently 
costs the equivalent of between $30,000 
and $60,000 
"A hand-made pair of shoes may 
cost three times as much to buy as a 
mass-produced pair but will last four 
times as long,” says Chairman lan J. 
Fraser, who was a foreign cor­ 
respondent in the 1940s and 1950s for 
the British News Agency Reuters. 
I.ast year, Rolls-Royce produced 
and sold 3,134 cars, about the number 
that British I^eyland could turn out in a 
day. That was Rolls-Royce’s most 
productive year to date, topping the 
1974 total of 2,902 cars, and nearly 60 
per cent of last year’s production was 
exported. 
The company’s car exports rose in 
value to the equivalent of $44.8 million 
in 1975, up 51 per cent from the $29.6 
million of car exports recorded a year 
earlier. 
Early O hio Settlers 
Fade Into H istory

Historians of early Ohio liked to 
dwell on the wild, unmapped, dark and 
forested wilderness that was the land 
west of the Appalachian Mountains in 
the troubled decades before and during 
the Revolutionary War. They called it 
“ a silent, somber land without history 
and without memory except for tales 
of explorers and traders—all its 
traditions were yet to come.” 
Treaties with the Indians had 
banned settlement west of the 
mountains at various periods dating 
from the 1960’s. Organized settlement 
under law did not begin until 1788 with 
the founding of Marietta by the Ohio 
Company. 
But the first settlers in Ohio— 
disregarding traders with their Indian 
wives 
and 
the 
Moravian 
missionaries—were squatters. 
Some historians claimed these 
squatters were a constant menace to 
relations with the Indians, and by the 
Treaty of Fort McIntosh in 1785 those 
squatters who settled beyond the 
boundary agreed upon were outlaws 
and made subject to Indian vengeance. 
One officer cleared some of the 
families from the north bank of the 
Ohio River with considerable dif­ 
ficulty. He reported that 600 families 
were settled on the Hocking and 
Muskingum rivers; that 1,500 persons 
were living on the Scioto and Miami 
rivers. 
Some of these dispossessed squat­ 
ters returned to become permanent 
settlers, later securing legal titles 
from land companies or individual 
owners of large tracts. 
Most historians have not dealt too 
kindly with these courageous people. A 


few called them the vanguard of Ohio’s 
progress, or “ American Vikings,” 
scattered in rude log huts along the 
Ohio as far south as Marietta and up 
the Muskingum and other rivers. 
“ Their number and their names,” 
said one more sympathetic writer, 
“ will never be known—history forgot 
to mention them, and society has neg­ 
lected to erect a single monument to 
their unquestioned courage and 
vision.” 


WASHINGTON fAP) — Democratic 
presidential candidate Fred Harris 
advocates price controls on the oil, 
steel and automobile industries as the 
way to fight inflation while he seeks to 
break up the nation’s largest cor­ 
porations. 
Harris contends that America’s 
largest industries have monopolistic 
power, and he says he would seek to 
split them apart for the sake of eco­ 
nomic competition and to curb con­ 
sumer 
prices. 
He 
claims 
that 
heightened competition would put to 
work marketplace forces that would 
curb 
prices 
and 
lead 
to 
more 
production and more jobs. 
Harris proposes a mix of antitrust 
action, government price ceilings and 
public service jobs as his answer to 
economic woes. The plan is couched in 
general, theoretical terms. It does not 
include 
specific 
revenue-raising 
proposals to cover projected spending 
to create jobs or the other economic 
programs he wants to introduce. 
Harris said if he becomes president 
he will ask Congress for the power to 
control prices — but not wages. 
Government figures show that 
between 
November 
1973 
and 
November 1975 the consumer price 
index rose by 20.3 per cent while 
average hourly wages went up 16.1 per 
cent. 
Harris claims those statistics are 
evidence that wage controls would not 
be needed. 
Yet under his plan, there would be no 
limits on what unions could demand in 
wages from industries whose prices 
would be government-controlled. 
The former Oklahoma senator, 
making 
his 
second 
bid 
for 
the 
Democratic presidential nomination, 
also said if he succeeds, his ad­ 
ministration would go after “ shared 
monopolies” by challenging them in 
court and by seeking new antitrust 
laws. 
He defines a shared monopoly as a 
situation in which four or fewer cor­ 
porations control 70 per cent of an 
industry 
He also attacks oil companies that 
control gasoline production from the 
well to the service station pump. 
Harris contends if different companies 
controlled the various stages of 
production, the resulting competition 
would inevitably drive down prices. 
The oil companies would also be 
prevented from controlling production 
of competing fuels such as coal, Harris 
said, and that also would tend to lower 
prices. 
Harris said in an interview that 
there should be a $28-billion tax cut in 
1976, but only for individual taxpayers, 
not for businesses. 
That would be $15 billion higher than 
the break individual taxpayers are 
getting this year. Harris said he would 
offset the cut by imposing higher taxes 
on large corporations and on the 
wealthy, but neither he nor his ad­ 
visers could spell 
out 
specific 
measures or their potential revenues. 
“ We have one-third idle plant 
capacity, prim arily because con­ 
sumers don’t have enough money,” 
Harris said. “ A tax cut is particularly 
necessary now to offset new price in­ 
creases which otherwise would take 
money out of the economy and further 
slow recovery.” 
Harris said temporary price controls 
on some industries are needed until 
price competition is restored. 
“ In 
our 
economy,” 
he 
said, 
“ unemployment does not tend to bring 
down prices, it tends to force them 
up.... Because of monopoly control, 
industries such as the automobile 
industry are allowed to act to the detri­ 
ment of both workers and consumers 
and, in the face of falling demand, lay 
off workers and reduce production, but 
make up for lost profits by increased 
prices consumers must pay.” 
Harris said his restructuring of the 
economy would eventually lower the 
unemployment rate. He says that as 
the economy reacts to increased com­ 
petition, prices will decline. In ad­ 
dition, he says, consumers will have 
more spending money in hand because 
of tax cuts. Harris says increased 


demand for lower priced consumer 
products w ill lead to increased 
production and more jobs. 
For those still unemployed, Harris 
would establish a permanent reservoir 
of two million locally controlled public 
service jobs in health care, day care 
centers, transportation and en­ 
vironmental clean-up projects at an 
estimated annual cost of $6.4 billion. 
“ We ought to commit the country to 
full employment and mean it," he said. 
The Harris economic plan is without 
specific proposals for financing the

measures he wants to take. 
For example, Harris has no proposal 
for financing his jobs program, saying 
only that revenues will increase when 
the economy picks up. 


Harris maintains that over-all there 
would be little net increase in federal 
expenses under his proposals because 
higher spending would be offset by 
increased tax revenues as the 
economic situation improves and 
people get back to work. 
That is a common theme among 
Democrats, who base it on estimates 
that each one percent of unem­ 
ployment costs the government $15 
billion in lost revenues and increased 
social welfare costs. 
But that theme remains a theory 
without proof in practice. And con­ 
servative economists along with 
Republican critics say job spending 
programs like those Harris advocates 
would not pay for themselves but 
would simply rekindle high inflation. 
On energy, Harris said, “ By law, we 
ought to say that these automobile 
companies no longer can make or sell 
new cars which average less than 22 
miles to the gallon.” 


He said a public energy corporation 
should take over to speed development 
of new sources of energy like geother­ 
mal and solar power. 
Utilities should not be allowed to 
encourage industrial users to waste 
electricity by giving discounts to large 
customers, he said.

But 
Kolls-Koyce, the moat prestigious of 
them all, has just had one of the best 
years in its seven-decade history. 
Stressing handcrafted quality and 
catering to an expanding export 
market, especially in the United States 
and Middle Last, the makers of Rolis- 
Hoyce cars survived bankruptcy in 
1971 and have become the envy of the 
British auto industry 
With the possible exception of the 
British subsidiary of Ford Motor Co., 
which reported a small profit for 1974 
and may do the same for 1975, Kolls- 
Koyce is the only auto manufacturer 
making any money here 
While such carmakers as British 
Ivyland and Chrysler U K. expected 
record losses and struggled to stay 
afloat in a time of slack demand for 
autos. Kolls-Royce Motor Holdings. 
I Ad., indicated that last y ears earn­ 
ings, when reported in April, could be 
above 1974’s net profit of almost |4 .5 
million. 
One reason was an increase of ex­ 
ports to the oil-rich Middle Fast, 
where the c ompany’s car sales rose to 
more than IOO last year, up from 71 in 
1974 and Just 27 in 1973 But the com­ 
pany made clear the United States will 
continue to be its major single export 
market.

Kolls-Koyce sold a record DOO cars in 
the United States last year.

Another reason for Rolls-Royce's 
success is its worldwide reputation for 
excellence, carefully nurtured since 
Frederick Henry’ Roy ce, an engineer, 
teamed up in 1904 with the Hon. 
diaries Stewart Rolls, an aristocrat 
and pioneering racing driver, to build 
the first Rolls-Royce 
Since then Rolls-Royce has turned 
out more than 70,000 cars and claims 
more than half of them are still in 
running order. A new one currently 
coats the equivalent of between $30,000 
and $60,000 
"A hand-made pair of shoes may 
coat three times as much to buy as a 
mass-produced pair but will last four 
times as long," says Chairman Ian J. 
Fraser, who was a foreign cor­ 
respondent in the 1940s and 1960s for 
the British News Agency Reuters 
laud year, Rolls-Royce produced 
and sold 3,134 cars, about the number 
that British Ivyland could turn out in a 
day.

Early O hio Settlers 
Fade Into H istory

Historians of early Ohio liked to 
dwell on the wild, unmapped, dark and 
forested wilderness that was the land 
west of the Appalachian Mountains in 
the troubled decades before and during 
the Revolutionary' War. They called it 
"a silent, somber land without history 
and without memory except for tales 
of explorers and tra d e rs—all its 
traditions were yet to come “ 
T reaties with the Indians had 
banned settlem ent west of the 
mountains at various periods dating 
from the 1960’s Organised settlement 
under law did not begin until 1788 with 
the founding of Marietta by the Ohio 
Company. 
But the first settlers in Ohio 
disregarding traders with their Indian 
wives 
and 
the 
Moravian 
missionaries were squatters 
Some historians claim ed these 
squatters were a constant menace to 
relations with the Indians, and by the 
Treaty of Fort McIntosh In 1783 those 
squatters who settled beyond the 
boundary agreed upon were outlaws 
and made subject to Indian vengeance 
One officer cleared some of the 
families from the north bank of the 
Ohio River with considerable dif­ 
ficulty. He reported that 600 families 
were settled on the Hocking and 
Muskingum rivers; that 1,600 persons 
were living on the Scioto and Mianu 
rivers. 
Some of these dispossessed squat­ 
ters returned to become permanent 
settlers, later securing legal titles 
from land companies or individual 
owners of large tracts 
Most historians have not dealt too 
kindly with these courageous people A 
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few called them the vanguard of Ohio’s 
progress, or “ American Vikings." 
scattered rn rude log huts along the 
Ohio as far south as Marietta and up 
the Muskingum and other riven

said one more sympathetic writer,

WASHINGTON (AP) - Democratic 
presidential candidate Fred Harris 
advocates price controls on the oil, 
steel and automobile industries as the 
way to fight inflation while he seeks to 
break up the nation’s largest cor­ 
porations. 
Harris contends that America’s 
largest industries have monopolistic 
power, and he says he would seek to 
split them apart for the sake of eco­ 
nomic competition and to curb con­ 
sum er 
prices. 
He 
claims 
that 
heightened competition would put to 
work marketplace forces that would 
curb 
prices 
and 
lead 
to 
more 
production and more jobs. 
Harris proposes a mix of antitrust 
action, government price ceilings and 
public service jobs as his answer to 
economic woes. The plan is couched in 
general, theoretical terms. It does not 
include specific 
revenue-raising 
proposals to cover projected spending 
to create jobs or the other economic 
programs he wants to introduce. 
Harris said if he becomes president 
he will ask Congress for the power to 
control prices — but not wages. 
Government figures show that 
between 
November 
1973 
and 
November 1975 the consumer price 
index rose by 20.3 per cent while 
average hourly wages went up 18.1 per 
cent. 
Ham s claims those statistics are 
evidence that wage controls would not 
be needed. 
Yet under his plan, there would be no 
limits on what unions could demand in 
wages from industries whose prices 
would be government-controlled. 
The form er Oklahoma senator, 
making 
his 
second 
bid 
for 
the 
Democratic presidential nomination, 
also said if he succeeds, his ad­ 
ministration would go after “shared 
monopolies" by challenging them in 
court and by seeking new antitrust 
laws. 
He defines a shared monopoly as a 
situation in which four or fewer cor­ 
porations control 70 per cent of an 
industry. 
He also attacks oil companies that 
control gasoline production from the 
well to the service station pump. 
H am s contends if different companies 
controlled the various stages of 
production, the resulting competition 
would inevitably drive down prices. 
The oil companies would also be 
prevented from controlling production 
of competing fuels such as coal, Harris 
said, and that also would tend to lower 
prices. 
H am s said in an interview that 
there should be a $26-billion tax cut in 
1976, but only for individual taxpayers, 
not for businesses 
That would be $15 billion higher than 
the break individual taxpayers are 
getting this year. Harris said he would 
offset the cut by imposing higher taxes 
on large corporations and on the 
wealthy, but neither he nor his ad­ 
visers could spell out 
specific 
measures or their potential revenues 
•’We have one-third Idle plant 
capacity, prim arily because con­ 
sumers don’t have enough money.*’ 
Harris said "A tax cut is particularly 
necessary now to offset new price in­ 
creases which otherwise would take 
money out at the economy and further 
slow recovery “ 
Ham s said temporary price controls 
on some industries are needed until 
price competition is restored 
“ In our economy.” 
he 
said, 
“unemployment does not lend to bring 
down prices, it tends lo force them 
up .. Because of monopoly control, 
industries such as the automobile 
industry are allowed lo act to the detri­ 
ment of both workers and consumers 
and. in the face of falling demand, lay 
off workers and reduce production, but 
make up for lost profits by increased 
prices consumers must pay.” 
Harris said his restructuring of the 
economy would eventually lower the 
unemployment rate He says that as 
the economy reacts to increased com­ 
petition, prices will decline, In ad­ 
dition, he says, consumers will have 
more spending money in hand because 
of tax cuts Harris says increased

For example, Harris has no proposal 
for financing his jobs program, saying 
only that revenues will increase when 
the economy picks up. 
Harris maintains that over-all there 
would be little net increase in federal 
expenses under his proposals because 
higher spending would be offset by 
increased tax revenues as the 
economic situation improves and 
people get back to work. 
That is a common theme among 
Democrats, who base it on estimates 
that each one percent of unem­ 
ployment costs the government $15 
billion in lost revenues and increased 
social welfare costs. 
But that theme remains a theory 
without proof in practice. And con­ 
servative economists along with 
Republican critics say job spending 
programs like those Harris advocates 
would not pay for themselves but 
would simply rekindle high inflation. 
On energy, Harris said, “By law, we 
ought to say that these automobile 
companies no longer can make or sell 
new cars which average less than 22 
miles to the gallon.” 


He said a public energy corporation 
should take over to speed development 
of new sources of energy like geother­ 
mal and solar power. 
Utilities should not be allowed to 
encourage industrial users to waste 
electricity by giving discounts to large 
customers, he said.

During the first semester o f the 
pro g ram 25 9 students who had sig ned 
up to take co urses in scho o ls o ther than 
their o wn dro pped o ut. 
Students are bused fro m their ho me 
scho o ls two day s a week to take 
co urses no t av ailable at their ho me 
scho o ls. 
Principals at the fo ur elementary 
scho o ls 
which 
ho use the 
mag net 
pro g rams say parents hav e withdrawn 
their children because the students 
miss wo rk in their ho me scho o ls. 
William Sto lle, ex ecutiv e directo r o f 
elementary educatio n, said a pro g ram 
was instituted in which teachers will 
help students at the mag nets with their 
wo rk fro m the ho me scho o l. 
If a student is hav ing difficulty with 
a subject at the ho me scho rl, caused 
by attending the mag net, then a half 
ho ur each day will be set aside fo r 
special instructio n, Sto lle said. 
Enro llment at the two hig h scho o ls 
with mag net pro g rams was disap­ 
po inting ly lo w, scho o l o fficials said. At 
Ro th Hig h Scho o l, where a co mmu­ 
nicatio ns pro g ram is lo ca ted, 22 
students started the semester. No w 
there are 18 students. 
Dunbar Hig h Scho o l, which ho uses a 
co mputer pro g ram, started with 93 
students and no w has 61. 
The third hig h scho o l mag net, an 
academic pro g ram at the YMCA, 
started with 25 3 students and no w is 
do wn to 246. 
J udith Curran, curriculum su­ 
perv iso r fo r seco ndary scho o ls, said 
students withdrew fro m the mag net 
pro g ram because “ It was to o difficult 
and there were scheduling co nflicts.” 
“ If we do n’t g et to g o nex t y ear, then 
we wo n’t g et any credit,” said Shery l 
Ho llo n, 12, a sev enth g rade student 
who attends a lang uag e co urse mag ­ 
net. 
Students must hav e at least two 
y ears o f a lang uag e befo re they can g et 
any credit fo r their studies. 
It is uncertain whether there will be 
any mag net pro g ram nex t y ear 
because it is part o f a deseg reg atio n 
plan o v erturned by a federal co urt.

The platform was written with the 
expectation that former Gov.

Democratic majorities in the Senate 
and House have failed to rally around 
any single program resembling the 
platform promise for action 
Orlett admits the platform was not 
his inspiration but says his proposal 
would serve the same purpose 
“The concept of the War on Poverty 
is one that the Democratic party still 
adheres to," he said. "If we're going to 
fight the War Against Poverty in the 
70a, we're going to have to use the 
weapons of the 70a." 
Orlett's resolution would direct the 
legislative Study Commission, the 
assembly's research arm, to evaluate 
“current state and local programs to 
combat hunger and help low income 
families to use food budgets wisely."

The bills, containing information for 
the indictments by a special Hamilton 
County grand jury, also indicated that 
prostitutes were procured by police for 
Sum m er Fuel 
Cuts Announced 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Summer 
fuel cuts have been announced for 
industrial and commercial customers 
of Columbia Gas of Ohio, but no 
changes are seen at this time in 
current winter fuel curtailment levels. 
Ohio M anufacturers Association 
representative William Costello said 
there was no way to tell at this point 
what effect, if any, the summer cur­ 
tailments might have on industrial 
em ploym ent. He said association 
members had Just received their 
notifications from Columbia. 
The company on Wednesday advised 
1,130 curtailed industrial customers in 
Ohio that all industrial loads of a 
million cubic feet or more per month 
that can be augmented by alternate 
fuels can anticipate 50 per cent cur­ 
tailment starting April 1 and ending 
Oct. 31. Currently these loads are 
being curtailed 20 per cent. 
The company also announced a 
curtailment program for last summer, 
but warm spring weather and newly 
available supplies combined to allow 
the firm to cancel that program. 
Sum m er curtailm ent levels are 
expected to remain at 100 per cent for 
industrial boiler loads of a million 
cubic feet or more a month and 10 per 
cent for nonsubstitutable industrial 
loads of one million cubic feet or more 
a month. 
Columbia Gas president Marvin E. 
White said the curtailment level for 
any specific industrial customer will 
depend 
on 
how 
much 
gas 
that 
customer uses in each of the three 
categories. 
The 1,320 commercial customers 
that use one million cubic feet or more 
of gas per month will be cut 15 per cent 
during the summer months, he said, 
Hospital 


the m axim um 
perm itted. These 
customers currently are being cur­ 
tailed 20 per cent. 
White said the projections an­ 
nounced for the remainder of the 
winter and for April through October 
are based on the best data available to 
the the firm at this time. He cautioned 
that Columbia’s supply situation is 
under constant review and subject to 
change at any time. 
White said Columbia’s projections 
were based on several factors, in­

H eart Dis eas es 
Traced To Children 


Ohio Pers onal Income Shows 7 PerCent Hik e 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Heart disease 
that kills 750,000 Americans annually 
is an epidemic that a Cincinnati 
pediatric cardiologist believ es can be 
traced to abnormalities in children. 
Adult heart disease doesn’t just 
Suddenly happen when an adult has a 
heart attack,” said Dr. Samuel 
Kaplan, 53, who migrated from 
Johannesburg, South Africa, in 1950 
and rose to head the Children’s 
Hospital Medical Center cardiology 
div ision. 
“ Something must hav e gone on 
prev iously . If it is true, and I believ e it 
is—we are in an epidemic now of heart 
disease that kills about three-quarters 
of a million Americans each y ear- 
then we are inv estigating the question 
as to whether this happens in childhood 
and if it can be modified,” the doctor 
said. 
He said the center and other in­ 
stitutions ov er the past 25 y ears hav e 
dev eloped techniques and tools to sav e 
the liv es of 90 per cent of children bom 
with heart abnormalties. The science 
is now mov ing into the area of 
dev eloping tests to identify potential 
heart disease v ictims in their teenage 
y ears. 
“ We are try ing to answer the 
question: 'If a child has a high risk 
which we think is associated with early 
coronary death under age 50, can we 
identify this indiv idual during his teen­ 
age life? ,’ ” he said. 
“ Once we hav e identified this, then 
there will be an opportunity of perhaps 


changing the course of his illness. We 
don’t hav e the answers y et,” he added. 
Kaplan’s staff and the center hav e 
produced many innov ations in the 
treatment of heart disease ov er the 
y ears, including a heart-lung machine, 
catheters used to probe the hearts of 
tiny babies and procedures for testing 
how ex ercise affects heart patients, all 
of which hav e been adapted world 
wide. 
"It is v ery ex citing to liv e in the time 
when y oungsters who were inv alids 
because of heart disease are now being 
restored to normal function,” Kaplan 
said. “ But we are now entering a 
period where treatment is going to be 
an admission of failure. 
“ It is no longer considered that tiny 
children are too small, too y oung, for 
treatment. They are being treated 
surgically by our surgical colleagues 
who hav e a long successful track 
record,” he said. 
But Kaplan said it is necessary to 
ex pand this new period to identify 
potential heart abnormalities and high 
blood pressure problems in children. 
“ There 
is a 
certain 
concept 
dev eloping that 
say s 
death 
is 
inev itable, it might as well be a heart 
attack,” he said. 
“ We must keep in mind that a major 
group of indiv iduals affected are in 
their best state of productiv ity , at age 
40-59. They should hav e 20 to 30 y ears 
of highly productiv e liv es left,” Kaplan 
said. “ This is a tremendous resource 
this country has, and we are losing it.” 
Declaration O f Independence 
Preceded By Ohio Document

Wednesday to discuss Britain’s pen­ 
ding oil and gas independence before 
local commercial groups, made his 
comments the same day France and 
Britain launched began regular ser­ 
v ice with the new jet.

Protection Agency . It appears they are 
asking for discrimination in Lig h t of 
minimal risk. The plane meets in­ 
ternational standards. A decison 
against the Concorde could be ap­ 
pealed since it does meet those stan­ 
dards.

Ohio Personal Income Shows 7 Per Cent H ike 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Heart disease 
that kills 750,000 Americans annually 
is an epidemic that a Cincinnati 
pediatric cardiologist believes can be 
traced to abnormalities in children. 
Adult heart disease doesn’t Just 
suddenly happen when an adult has a 
heart attack,” said Dr. Samuel 
Kaplan, 53, who m igrated from 
Johannesburg, South Africa, in 1950 
and rose to head the Children’s 
Hospital Medical Center cardiology 
division. 
“Something must have gone on 
previously. If it is true, and I believe it 
is—we are in an epidemic now of heart 
disease that kills about three-quarters 
of a million Americans each y e a r- 
then we are investigating the question 
as to whether this happens in childhood 
and if it can be modified,” the doctor 
said. 
He said the center and other in­ 
stitutions over the past 25 years have 
developed techniques and tools to save 
the lives of 90 per cent of children bom 
with heart abnormalties. The science 
is now moving into the area of 
developing tests to identify potential 
heart disease victims in their teenage 
years. 
“We are trying to answer the 
question: ‘If a child has a high risk 
which we think is associated with early 
coronary death under age 50, can we 
identify this individual during his teen­ 
age life?/ ” he said. 
"Once we have identified this, then 
there will be an opportunity of perhaps 


changing Ute course of his illness. We 
don’t have the answers yet,” he added. 
Kaplan’s staff and the center have 
produced many innovations in the 
treatment of heart disease over the 
years, including a heart-lung machine, 
catheters used to probe the hearts of 
tiny babies and procedures for testing 
how exercise affects heart patients, all 
of which have been adapted world 
wide. 
“It is very exciting to live in the time 
when youngsters who were invalids 
because of heart disease are now being 
restored to normal function,” Kaplan 
said. “But we are now entering a 
period where treatment is going to be 
an admission of failure. 
“It is no longer considered that tiny 
children are too small, too young, for 
treatment. They are being treated 
surgically by our surgical colleagues 
who have a long successful track 
record,” he said. 
But Kaplan said it is necessary to 
expand this new period to identify 
potential heart abnormalities and high 
blood pressure problems in children. 
“ There is a certain concept 
developing that 
says death 
is 
inevitable, it might as well be a heart 
attack,” he said. 
“We must keep in mind that a major 
group of individuals affected are in 
their best state of productivity, at age 
40-59. They should have 20 to 30 years 
of highly productive lives left," Kaplan 
said. “This is a tremendous resource 
this country has. and we are losing it.”

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Players Ponder 
Pro Bowl Boycott 


NEW ORIANS (AP) - It s up to 
the players to decide today whether 
they’ll 
boycott 
Monday 
night's 
National Football league Pro Bowl, 
said Ed Garvey, executive director of 
the NFL Players Association 
Garvey said he has scheduled a 
meeting this afternoon with players 
from both the American and National 
Football Conferences. 
“We are not calling for a boycott or 
strike," he said. "Our purpose is to 
bring the players up to date on all the 
issues, including the status of the 
player pension plan Then it's up to the 
players." 
The pension plan has, in the past, 
been funded out of proceeds from 
conference championship games, the 
Super Bowl and the Pro Bowl. 
However the league and the players 
union have not been able to agree on a 
contract since the old one expired at 
the end of 1974. There have been no 
payments to the pension fund during 
the two years the union has been 
without a contract 
“We are taking the position that we 
are not going to contribute until we 
have an agreement and know what the 
rules are that we are operating un­ 
der,” said Sargent Karch, head off the 
group that acts as bargaining agent for 
NFL owners 
"They've been trying to break the 
union the past two years,” Garvey 
said 
He said the union is concerned about 
widows' benefits and disability 
payments, but that the possible 
boycott of the Pro Bowl hinges on 
payments to the pension fund 
If each of the 26 NFL teams would 
pay about $170,000 each — a total of 
$4 4 million — “it would make things a 


lot easier,” Garvey said. 
“But they are going to vote on 
playing the Pro Bowl, and I don’t know 
what course they will decide, or what 
action they will take, if any.” 
He said that if the players decide to 
play the game, “That's fine — no 
problem ” 


The Players Association decided not 
to pursue its demands at the Super 
Bowl in Miami, he said, because of 
what that game means to the players 
involved 
“The Super Bowl is the pinnacle of 
success to players and teams You 
don’t want to interfere with it. Here, 
you have players from throughout the 
league who are concerned about 
issues." 


Despite the uncertainty surrounding 
the game, practice sessions continued 
in sunny. 60-degree weather 
”1 haven’t heard anything about a 
strike from anyone in Die game," said 
a spokesman at one of the training 
camps. 
'"Hwy're getting an awful lot done 
and having a lot of fun doing it.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. Rep. 
Ronald Mottl, D-Ohio, said Wednesday 
an eight-month 
gov ernment 
stu dy 
shows this cou ntry is in seriou s danger 
of ru nning short of u raniu m within the 
nex t 10 y ears. 
Mottl said the data collected by the 
General Accou nting Office indicates to 
him that “we mu st completely rev iew 
ou r commitment to nu clear power and 
establish comprehensiv e u raniu m u se 
and resou rce policies, if we are to 
av oid disastrou s consequ ences to ou r 
economy and national secu rity .” 
The GAO report 
has not been 
released pending the su bmission of 
comments from the Energy Research 
and Dev elopment Administration. Bu t 
Mottl said, “ It will clearly show that 
we hav e been operating withou t a 
responsible national policy regarding 
u raniu m resou rces. 
“The United States has been selling 
u raniu m below world market prices 
and allowing its ex ports to go on 
u nrecorded and u nchecked.” 
Mottl said the agencies regu lating 
u raniu m ex ports do not know how- 
mu ch of the su bstance is being ex ­ 
ported and hav e not dev eloped 
criteria to handle any domestic su pply 
problems. 
Mottl has written President Ford 
calling for a cu rtailment of ex ports of 
u raniu m, nu clear reactor materials 
and nu clear technology pending the 
dev elopment of a comprehensiv e na­ 
tional policy .

Defense Donald H Rumsfeld stressed 
that Soviet defease spending has been 
increasing steadily over the past 


decade while U.S. military outlays 
have been decreasing in real terms — 
that is, taking inflation into account. 
“Momentum on the part of the Soviet 
Union heightens the danger that the 
U.S. national security posture could 
lose its deterrent value in the years 
ahead, unless positive steps are taken 
now,” Rumsfeld said in a statement. 
“This budget provides for essential 
real growth which will insure that the 
United States can fulfill its objectives 
of mutual security, international sta­ 
bility and peace,” he said. 
At the same time, Rumsfeld said, 
“the budget reflects a serious effort to 
achieve restraint.” By this. Rumsfeld 
apparently meant that the United 
States is proceeding with measured 
development of new nuclear weapons 
and is holding back, for now, on any 
acceleration 
The tlOO.l-biUion spending plan for 
fiscal 1977 is about $3 billion bigger 
than the budget James R Schiesinger 
balked at accepting shortly before 
Ford fired him in November.

WASHINGTON (AP) - US. in­ 
telligence officials have received 
reports that South African military 
units have been ordered to pull out of 
Angola 
Without the support provided by 
South African troeos, proW estern 
soldiers in Southern Angola will be 
unable to repel the more heavily ar­ 
med pn»Soviet Angolan forces and 
their Cuban allies, sources say. 
Meanwhile, Pentagon officials said 
Russian navy units have pulled back 
about 2,000 miles from the Angolan 
coast. 
They said the nearest U.S. surface 
ship to Angola is the gutded-missile 
cruiser Little Rock, which is on what is 
descnbed as a good will visit to 
C asablanca, Morocco, some 3,000 
miles from the war. 
U.S. officials have been increasingly 
pessimistic about the prospects for 
W estern-backed forces since the 
Soviet-backed Popular Movement for 
the liberation of Angola < Ml’I-A I and 
Cuban troops overran Northern 
Angola last week. 
On the basis of Information received 
since then, intelligence analysts said 
the Russians appear disinterested in 
any negotiated settlement among the 
contending Angolan parties because 
the MPI .A and the Cubans seem to be 
winning 
In the wake of the defeat of Western- 
backed forces in Northern Angola, 
U.S. intelligence sources said South 
African units have begun moving 
southward from forward bases in 
central and southern Angola. 
U.S. analysts believe the South 
African decision to pull out of the war 
may have been spurred by increasing 
opposition at home to the Angola in­ 
volvement and because South African 
strategists may have concluded they 
face a necessity of committing more 
troops to counter a growing Cuban 
fighting force. 
Some analysts think the Western- 
backed National Union for the Total 
Independence of Angola (UNITA) may 
abandon conventional war and resort 
to guerrilla tactics after the South 
Airicans leave 
As battlefield momentum swung 
against tile Westembacked forces, 
Russia and Cuba were reported in­ 
creasing direct support to the MPI .A

Urge Caution 
In State Tax 
Changes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Not 
everyone in the legislature is con­ 
vinced the lawmakers should rush 
ahead quickly to enact property tax 
relief without the impact on local 
government revenues being fully 
known. 
Rep. John A G albraith, R-69 
Maumee, admonished the House in a 
floor speech Wednesday that the 
members should look more closely at 
proposals that take away revenues 
from schools and other government 
entities which “ need the money 
badly." Galbraith, a member of the 
House since 1967, said he recognized 
that "all of us want to get on the 
bandwagon for property tax relief," 
and while some proposals may have 
merit, “I’m fearful about the attitude 
that seems to prevail” 
Galbraith was joined by another 
veteran conservative, Rep Robert E. 
Netzley, R-81 Laura, is opposing a bill 
to give homeowners a tax reduction for 
improvements they make to their 
property. 
Netzley was voted down 57-35 in an 
attempt to send the bill back to com­ 
mittee for consideration “at a later 
time.” The bill eventually went to the 
Senate on a vote of 70-25. 
The legislature heard from another 
source earlier Wednesday a suggestion 
that hasty plans for tax relief might be 
illconceived. 
Dr. Frederick Stocker, testifying at 
a .session of the legislature's Joint 
Economic Conference, said Ohio 
already has lower taxes generally than 
most other states. 
The Senate-House panel is looking 
for ways to improve Ohio’s economy 
Stocker, a professor of economics at 
Ohio State University, said (Mo, in 
1973-1974, was 42nd among 50 states in 
total general revenue per capita from 
tax sources. 
The joint conference, which resumes 
its deliberations next week, is looking 
at taxation as only one of many factors 
it feds are affecting Ohio's current 
economic slump.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AF) — Ohio 
fanners are anticipating an 6.7 per 
cent increase in com acreage over last 
year for 1976, the state crop reporting 
service said Wednesday. 
The projected yield would be 4 
million acres, a 250,000-acre increase 
over last year’s production of 3.75 
million acres, the service said. The 
1975 yield slightly exceeded the crop 
reporting service’s projection of 3.7 
million acres. 
The crop reporting service said 
changes in economic and weather 
conditions can influence farm ers’ 
decision on how much they plant, 
causing the difference in what they ac­ 
tually produce 
The intended acreage for soybeans 
this year is 2.95 million, 5 per cent 
below the 1975 planted acreage of 3.12 
million acres. l-ast year at this time. 
Ohio farmers intended to plant 3.23 
million acres. 
Nationwide figures released Wed­ 
nesday show that U.S. farmers intend 
to plant 80.8 million acres of com, up 4 
per cent from last year's planted 
acreage. Soybean production in the 27 
major producing states is expected to 
be 50 9 million acres, almost 7 per cent 
below the 1975 acreage.
